MINUTES  OF  MEETING  OF  THE  DELAWARE  CHAPTER 

A  meeting  was  held  on  Friday  evening,  April  23,  1954,  at  the  home 
of  Barbara  McNutt  to  decide  whether  or  not  an  Alumnae  Chapter  of  Mary 
Washington  College  should  be  formed  for  the  alumnae  residing  in  Wilming- 
ton, Delaware  and  vicinity.  Those  present  were:  Barbara  McNutt,  Class 
of  '47;  Charlotte  Baylis  Koffenberger,  Class  of  '49;  Dorothy  Potts  Taylor, 
Class  of  '45;  Helen  Lowe,  Class  of  '48;  Mary  Landes  Macleary,  Class  of 
'52;  Judy  Gernert,  Ex  Class  of  '50  (didn't  graduate);  Judy  Mack  Magee, 
Class  of '51. 
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Barbara  informed  us  that  a  chapter  had  been  attempted  several  times 
in  Wilmington,  but  failed,  and  that  the  Wilmington  girls  usually  attended 
the  meetings  held  by  the  Philadelphia  Chapter. 

She  then  explained  the  requirements  and  responsibilities  involved  in 
forming  a  Chapter;  i.e.,  the  dues  would  be  $5.00  a  year  per  person.  Out  of 
that,  $3.00  is  forwarded  to  the  National  Association  and  $2.00  is  kept  for 
the  local  chapter.  A  life  membership  may  be  had  by  paying  $50.00,  either 
in  one  lump  sum  or  $10.00  a  year  for  five  years.  If  a  life  membership  is 
held,  then  the  individual  pays  only  $2.00  a  year  as  dues  to  the  local 
chapter  to  which  she  belongs.  To  form  a  chapter,  the  following  require- 
ments must  be  met:  There  must  be  a  minimum  of  five  paid  members  and 
a  charter  must  be  sent  in  to  the  National  Association.  The  operational 
requirements  are:  Each  chapter  must  send  a  report  after  each  meeting  to 
the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Association,  and  it  must  submit  a  list  of 
members  and  officers  and  forward  dues  by  June  1st  of  each  year. 

After  reveiwing  these  requirements  and  the  financial  responsibility 
which  a  chapter  would  face,  it  was  decided  that  until  we  build  up  the 
membership  of  our  group,  that  we  meet  strictly  on  a  social  basis.  In  the 
meantime,  we  will  endeavor  to  get  more  alumnae  interested  in  joining  and 
build  up  to  the  point  where  we  can  start  a  chapter  and  conduct  it  success- 
fully. 

It  was  also  decided  that  for  the  time  being  our  group  would  just 
include  the  girls  from  Wilmington  and  surrounding  areas.  The  girls  in 
Southern  Delaware  could  be  informed  of  our  activities  and  perhaps  form 
their  own  group  (a  branch  of  our  group,  so  to  speak),  and  at  certain 
times  during  the  year,  we  could  have  joint  meetings.  Due  to  the  distance, 
it  would  be  impossible  to  try  to  have  them  attend  all  meetings.  We  also 
decided  that  the  name  of  our  group  would  be  the  "Delaware  Chapter," 
since  we  eventually  plan  to  include  all  of  Delaware. 

We  will  not  elect  officers  until  we  become  more  organized;  rather  we 
will  decide  at  each  meeting  our  program  for  the  next  and  at  whose  house 
we'll  meet.  The  hostess  will  act  as  chairman.  For  our  information,  Barbara 
told  us  that  there  are  three  officers  in  a  Chapter — President,  Secretary  and 
Treasurer-Director.  Our  meetings  will  be  held  once  a  month  at  night  on  a 
date  which  is  satisfactory  to  all. 

In  order  to  build  up  our  group  it  was  decided  to  contact  the  girls  in 
Newark  and  other  similar  areas,  to  telephone  rather  than  write  these  girls, 
and  to  place  a  notice  in  the  newspaper  telling  when  and  where  our  group 
will  meet.  In  this  way  we  hope  to  find  the  girls  who  are  interested  in 
belonging  and  eliminate  those  not  interested  or  unable  to  belong. 

We  then  discussed  what  we  as  a  group  could  do  to  help  MWC.  Several 
ideas  were  given — entertain  students  who  are  home  on  vacation;  entertain 
in  September  those  girls  who  will  be  attending  MWC  for  the  first  time; 
entertain  in  the  Spring  the  five  best  students  in  the  local  high  schools; 
distribute  copies  of  the  Alumnae  Bulletin  throughout  the  local  high  schools; 
and  help  with  community  projects.  A  few  other  ideas,  such  as  having  an 
MWC  Day  in  the  local  high  schools  and  displaying  pictures  of  Mary 
Washington  were  suggested,  but  not  considered  feasible  for  this  section  of 
the  country. 

Barbara  read  from  an  Alumnae  Manual  a  list  of  ways  chapters  could 
raise  funds.  Some  of  these  were  to  sell  manufactured  items,  have  book 
exchange  sales,  parties,  teas,  speakers,  dinner  meetings,  etc.  These  will  be 
considered  when  we  make  plans  for  our  Fall  meetings. 

For  our  next  meeting  each  girl  took  a  project  to  look  into  and  report 
whether  or  not  we  as  a  group  could  help  in  any  way:

help  with.

Charlotte  Koffenberger — Putting  notice  in  newspaper.

A  coke  party  at  the  college  for  local  and  nearby  high  school  senior 
girls  interested  in  attending  M.  W.  C,  town  girls  at  M.  W.  C,  and  alum- 
nae daughters  was  successful  in  every  way  except  in  attendance — only 
5  guests  attended. 

For  the  first  time  in  several  years,  a  family  picnic  was  planned  in  May. 
Alumnae  and  members  of  their  families  will  gather  at  the  Oak  Hill  Stables 
Park.    We  had  80  present  at  the  picnic. 

We  contributed  $50.00  toward  furnishing  the  alumnae  office. 

Another  first:  We  established  this  year  a  scholarship  award  to  be  given 
to  that  senior  girl  at  MW.C.  from  either  Fredericksburg,  or  the  counties 
of  Stafford,  King  George  or  Spotsylvania.  The  annual  award  is  to  be  a 
useful  piece  of  silver. 

Our  average  attendance  through  March  is  26  and  to  date  we  have  38 
paid  members.

One  of  our  projects  for  the  year  has  been  to  bring  a  little  cheer  and 
friendliness  to  a  group  of  people  at  the  District  Training  School  in  Laurel, 
Maryland.  We  each  took  a  name  and  through  the  year  we  send  a  birthday 
:ard,  other  cards,  and  small  gifts,  as  we  wish.  We  have  joined  the  Associ- 
ated Alumnae  Clubs  of  Washington  and  through  them  have  begun  a 
scholarship  fund.   In  time  we  expect  to  award  our  own  scholarship. 

We  have  had  a  good  turnout  at  each  meeting  and  a  great  deal  of 
interest  has  been  shown  by  all  members  for  the  various  projects.

At  present 
ve  are  very  anxious  to  locate  as  many  girls  as  possible  in  our  area  to 
lave  them  join  us,  and  thus  far  we  have  been  quite  fortunate  in  having  at 
east  two  new  faces  with  us  each  time.

The  recording  secretary  has  kept  accurate  records  of  all  chapter  and 
executive  board  meetings.  She  reports  an  average  attendance  of  twenty- 
two  at  the  luncheon  meetings. 

The  corresponding  secretary  wrote  notes  of  appreciation  to  our  guest 
speakers;  sent  telegrams  of  congratulation  to  the  Peninsula  1953  graduates 
at  the  college;  cards  to  the  Peninsula  girls  who  are  Freshmen  at  the  college 
this  year,  and  cards  to  certain  of  our  chapter  members.  With  the  assist- 
ance of  her  committee  she  saw  that  clippings  from  our  local  newspapers 
containing  personal  items  about  our  local  alumnae  were  sent  to  the  execu- 
tive secretary  at  the  college. 

The  historian  added  to  the  chapter  scrapbook,  keeping  it  up  to  date 
with  the  aid  of  her  able  committee. 

The  parliamentarian  presented  revised  constitution  and  by-laws  which 
were  adopted  by  the  chapter. 

The  representative  to  the  National  Board  of  Directors  attended  both 
meetings  of  that  body  as  chapter  voting  delegate  and  reported  to  the  chap- 
ter.  In  addition  she  served  as  a  member  of  the  ways  and  means  committee. 

The  finance  committee  prepared  a  budget  which  was  approved  to  serve 
as  a  guide  in  the  financial  affairs  of  the  chapter. 

The  hospitality  committee  made  arrangements  for  all  meetings,  in- 
cluding reservations,  choice  of  menu,  flower  arrangements  and  corsages  for 
guests  and  the  greeting  of  members  and  guests. 

The  membership  committee  divided  the  potential  rosters  of  Peninsula 
alumnae  according  to  geographical  locations.    Committee  members  were 
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then  assigned  areas  in  which  to  enlist  members.  They  report  a  total  of 
forty-eight  memberships  paid  to  date.  This  committee  is  also  responsible 
for  most  of  the  information  bringing  our  files  up  to  date. 

The  program  committee  provided  a  series  of  excellent  and  varied 
programs  which  were  well  received. 

The  publicity  chairman  kept  the  activities  of  the  chapter  before  the 
community  with  pertinent  notices  in  the  local  newspapers. 

The  telephone  chairman  faithfully  and  efficiently  contacted  board 
members  as  necessary  and  served  as  a  member  of  the  ways  and  means 
committee.  A  successful  card  party  in  October  and  fashion  show  in 
March  kept  the  ways  and  means  committee  very  busy.  Their  excellent  work 
made  possible  the  financial  soundness  of  the  chapter  this  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT,  APRIL,  1954 

During  the  past  months,  much  increase  in  interest  in  the  Association 
has  been  noted  from  the  many  letters,  the  formation  of  new  chapters,  and 
the  increase  in  membership,  both  in  Life  and  Annual  members.  The  fol- 
lowing statistics  show  in  detail  the  increase:

There  have  been  charters  granted  to  the  new  chapters:  Maryland 
Suburban,  Peninsula,  New  Jersey,  and  Eastern  Shore. 

In  North  Carolina,  I  shall  continue  my  efforts  to  organize  a  chapter 
both  in  the  Eastern  part  of  the  state,  as  well  as  other  parts.  I  have  con- 
tacted a  number  of  girls  around  Greenville,  and  we  hope  to  have  our 
chapter  organized  by  fall. 
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Correspondence  has  indicated  that  the  chapters  should  continue  their 
efforts  to  enlist  girls  in  the  chapter  territory.  By  much  work  and  research, 
there  is  an  adequate  file  on  the  Alumnae  in  our  office.  This  should  prove 
a  great  help,  in  enlisting  new  members. 

The  activities  of  the  individual  chapters  have  been  most  encouraging. 
They  have  included  helping  the  retarded  children,  giving  scholarships  to 
M.W.C.  activities  in  interesting  future  Alumnae  of  Mary  Washington,  as 
well  as  many  other  details  which  we  will  hear  later. 

The  Alumnae  Office  has  been  furnished  during  these  past  eight  months. 
At  the  October  Board  meeting,  it  was  decided  that  our  goal  should  be  to 
furnish  the  room  and  pay  for  it  by  Homecoming.  The  furnishings  are 
completed.  The  bill  for  the  room  came  to  $581.12.  At  this  writing,  we 
have  had  contributions  in  the  amount  of  $300.00  toward  this  fund.  It  is 
hoped  that  by  the  time  this  is  read,  that  balance  will  have  been  made  up. 
This  room  is  something  for  us  to  be  very  proud  of,  as  it  represents  a 
project  in  which  we  have  all  had  a  part. 

Two  printed  bulletins  have  been  sent  out;  one  to  all  members,  one  to 
paid  members.  If  finances  permit,  another  bulletin  should  go  out  in  June. 
Printed  questionnaires  have  also  been  sent  to  5,000  Alumnae.  These  have 
been  returned  to  the  Executive  Secretary  answered,  and  have  provided  much 
valuable  information  for  our  office. 

The  Homecoming  chairman  and  committee  has  planned  the  Talent 
Show  which  is  to  be  presented  tonight  in  George  Washington  Hall.  We 
are  hoping  for  its  success,  as  this  entertainment  replaced  the  usual  annual 
benefit  which  has  been  sponsored  by  the  Association.  It  is  felt  that  if  all 
Alumnae  can  participate  in  our  Annual  entertainment,  it  will  relieve  indi- 
viduals of  the  burden  of  putting  on  a  program,  without  the  support  of  all 
the  members. 

Regular  correspondence  has  been  carried  on  between  the  chapter  presi- 
dents, directors  and  me.  I  have,  in  this  way,  kept  close  touch  with  the 
activities  of  each  chapter.     I  have  visited  the  Norfolk  Chapter,   and  in 


March,  I  visited  the  Peninsula  Chapter.  Both  of  these  occasions  were 
sources  of  great  pleasure  and  satisfaction  to  me.  It  is  unfortunate  that 
distances  and  circumstances  have  made  it  impossible  for  me  to  accept  all 
the  invitations  that  have  come  from  the  different  chapters.  I  hope  to  see 
more  of  the  chapters  "in  action"  during  the  coming  year. 

A  concentrated  effort  has  been  made  to  keep  in  close  touch  with  the 
Senior  Class  of  1954  of  MWC.  The  girls  have  shown  their  appreciation 
of  this.  We  do  appreciate  all  that  the  chapters  and  individuals  have  done 
to  interest  the  Seniors  in  the  Alumnae  Association.  We  are  still  hoping 
for  a  class  to  be  100%  in  joining  the  Association  shortly  after  gradua- 
_tjon.    Your  activities  in  this  respect  are  greatly  needed. 

In  my  first  letter  to  the  chapters,  it  was  suggested  that  each  chapter 
think  about  the  possibility  of  doing  one  project  during  the  year,  the  pro- 
ceeds of  which  would  be  sent  to  the  National  Association  treasury.  This 
was  suggested  because  of  the  need  of  funds,  but  also,  to  give  us  a  feeling 
of  unity,  knowing  that  all  had  participated  in  the  carrying  on  of  the 
National  Association.  There  has  been  some  response  to  this.  It  is  hoped 
that  this  will  be  thought  of  again,  and  perhaps  carried  out. 

We  have  been  so  fortunate  in  having  Polly  Lamason,  who  has  worked 
so  tirelessly  in  the  executive  office.  We  appreciate  her  work  and  the  time 
and  thought  that  has  been  put  into  her  job.  We,  also,  would  voice  our 
thanks  for  the  cooperation  from  the  Executive  Committee,  Board  Mem- 
bers, as  well  as  many  individual  members  of  the  Association.  During  this 
year,  each  request  that  has  been  made  by  your  president,  such  as  acting 
on  committees,  planning  the  homecoming,  et  cetera,  has  been  answered 
with  a  willingness  and  carried  out  with  ability  and  cooperation  that  has 
been  remarkable. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  spirit  of  cooperation  and  willingness  will  be  con- 
tinued and  increased  during  the  coming  year.  I  have  been  encouraged  by 
the  increases  in  our  organization.  However,  we  still  need  a  larger  fund 
for  our  operating  expenses.  This  can  be  attained  by  your  continued  help 
and  interest.
